Two  young  San  Francisco  pianists,  Randall  Stone  and  Jack  Heidelburg,  will  be  heard, 
respectively,  on  June  30  and  July  2.  Mr.  Heidelburg  spends  much  of  his  time  on  the 
go,  and  has  given  concerts  in  Cuba  and  in  various  European  countries.  It  may  not 
be  music,  but  on  July  4  we  will  present  the  famous  Harry  Partch  production  of 
Sophocles'  Oedipus,  for  which  Mr.  Partch  has  provided  a  weird  and  fascinating  back- 
ground performed  on  cloud-chamber  bowls  and  the  various  other  instruments  he  has 
designed  for  his  famous  43-tone  scale. 

An  idea  needs  a  strong  man  to  make  it  prosper,  says  the  successful  bureaucrat 
of  Russian  industry.  But  Lopatkin,  the  young  inventor,  keeps  his  fierce  faith  with  an 
ideal  communism.  Man,  he  says,  does  not  live  by  bread  alone.  The  novel  "Not  by 
Bread  Alone"  by  Vladimir  Dudinstev  stirred  up  a  strong  controversy  when  it  first 
appeared  in  Russia  a  few  years  ago,  and  the  BBC  dramatization  of  this  work  will  be 
heard  on  June  29.  We  also  begin  in  this  Folio  a  BBC  dramatization  of  John  Wynd- 
ham's  highly-praised  science-fiction  novel  "The  Day  of  the  Triffids."  This  novel,  set 
sometime  in  the  near  future,  deals  with  the  world-wide  devastation  caused  by  triffids; 
originally  plants  cultivated  for  their  valuable  oil,  they  develop  violent  carnivorous 
tendencies  and  the  ability  to  cause  blindness  or  death  with  a  whip-like  sting,  and  their 
further  acquisition  of  the  power  of  self-locomotion  creates  a  chaos  that  threatens  to 
obliterate  human  civilization.
